TOMATOES, A VICTORY SPECIAL 
Fresh tomatoes have come into their own as they 
roll into market in great abundance in all local areas. 
Hence, they have been designated as a Victory Food 
Special for the period August 24 through September 5 
in this area. 
During this period, all food merchants in 
western Pennsylvania are promoting the sale of fresh 
tomatoes. 
Attention is called to, the fact that foods designated 
as Victory Specials, and carrying the market-basket V 
symbol of the Department of Agriculture, are part of 
the food conservation program now gaining momentum 
throughout the nation, to inform civilian consumers of 
the need for buying abundant foods and economizing on 
scarce items as another aid to the nation's war effort. 
As American farm products come into market at peak 
seasons, the AMA designates them as Victory Food 
Specials, and calls upon all patriotic shoppers to co­ 
operate by using them as frequently as possible. 
This 
assures maximum consumption of highly perishable 
foodstuffs, and assures that they do not go to waste. 
It also releases the more easily packaged items for ship­ 
ment to our soldiers and to our allies. Further, families 
who consume fresh tomatoes are in effect releasing a 
proportionate amount of the already canned tomato pack 
for vital war uses. 
Persons wishing to assure them­ 
selves of a continued supply of tomatoes are strongly 
urged to can their own. 
From a nutritional point of view, the tomato ranks 
high in value. 
They are said to be one of the most 
versatile of all vegetables (or fruits, if you prefer.) 
Here's a Victory Food Special that makes it easy for 
the housewife to cooperate with the nation’s food needs. 


BATTLE FOR THE SOIA)MONS 
In the far southwestern Pacific among the Solomon 
Islands American and Japanese forces are locked in a 
great sea and air conflict which may go far towards 
determining the outcome of the war. 
We haven't yet enough facts about the engagement 
to say that it will have decisive effects, for it is not 
known the size of the forces engaged, and that is essen­ 
tial to any calculations. 
However, from the meager 
information at hand it would appear that the Nipponese 
are gambling with a large section of their grand fleet. 
It also would seem that the Allies have inflicted con­ 
siderable losses on the enemy, but there’s no word of 
what our own losses— if any—have been. 
War analysts believe that if the Japs are raising a 
great naval fleet, beside air power, then there may be 
in the conflict all the elements for a decision which may 
be sure to guide the outcome of the war with Japan. 
We appear to have the advantage of being able to meet 
the Japanese warships with land-based bombers, and 
that in itself might spell disaster for the Mikado's forces. 
Experts believe that if we can inflict on the Japanese 
now a further heavy naval loss, without ourselves suf­ 
fering severely, then we probably shall have settled the 
supremacy of the Pacific in our favor. 
And that won’t 
be one but a whole handful of nails in the Jap coffin. 


W A R CASUALTY IN ROYAL FAMILY 
The death of the Duke of Kent, youngest brother of 
King George, “in line of duty,” when a flying boat 
crashed in Scotland yesterday enroute to Iceland, demon­ 
strates that Britain, from her highest family to her most 
humble, is in the war to the finish. 
Fhc 39-year-old youngest son of Queen Mary and the 
late King (George V was the most air-minded of all the 
royal family. 
His career in Britain's service began as a naval 
cadet, at iiis father’s choice, before he w’as 14. 
But 
his interest turned to axiation and ho served devotedly 
with the RAP. 
Tho marriage of the Duke of Kent to beautiful Prin­ 
cess Marina of Greece in 1934 was fine of tho most 
resplendent royal occasions of the century. 
They had 
three children.

WASHINGTON IN WARTIME 


By JACK STINNETT 
\W ASHINGTON—In recent years 
t h e r e 
were 
approximately 
2,500 state and county fairs held 
in the country every summer and 
autumn. 
Now the war is giving them an 
awful bealing—but not for tho, 
reasons you think. Joseph East­ 
man, coordinator of war transpor­ 
tation, made an appeal a few 
months ago to cancel all fairs and 
expositions. The idea was to save 
gasoline, bus and train transporta­ 
tion. The protest against Mr. East­ 
man's suggestion was so vigorous 
that he felt it necessary t<> modify 
his appeal—-to place it at least 
upon a basis of local conditions. 
What has happened as a result 
is best typified at Chicago, where 
the National Livestock Show has 
been called ofT. Always held with 
it was the National 4-H club Con­ 
gress, which has drawn from a 
thousand to 1.400 delegates. The 
last report to Washington was that 
a “modified” 4-H club congress 
would be held. Youths who had to 
take prize stock to market any­ 
way would be allowed to partici­ 
pate. The coastal arras, far distant 
from Chicago, would be ruled out. 
This was considered a sensible 
wartime consideration of a trans­ 
portation problem. It has been ap­ 
pl: cd in many areas.

O U T in many other sections, the 
I* reported reason for cancella­ 
tion of fairs and expositions has 
nothing whatever to do with tran.i 
portation. It is based on the sim­ 
ple fact that the armed forces have 
taken over the fair and exposit ie: 
grounds 
for 
quarters, 
training 
field*, and warehouses. 
One of the biggest eastern fairs 


is the Eastern States Exposition at 
Springfield, Mass. Five states par­ 
ticipate and have buildings there. 
The Army has taken over. 
The Raleigh State Fair in North 
Carolina has been cancelled at 
Army request. Some western coa. t 
fairs and expositions have been 
cancelled on Army orders. 
The Florida State Fair at Tam­ 
ps; St. Augustine’s “A Day In Old 
Spain"; the Edison Day Celebra­ 
tion at Fort Myers: and the Fes­ 
tival of the States Sun Celebra­ 
tion at St. Petersburg, all have 
been ruled out. The Tobacco Belt 
Fair at Tifton. Ga.: the National 
Cotton 
Festival 
at 
Greenville, 
S. C.; four of Tennessee’s biggest 
annual celebrations; the Kentucky 
State Fair; and a couple of big Vir­ 
ginia expositions all have been 
written oft for this year or the 
duration.

CAN t’ne other hand, Maine, Mich- 
* ' igan, Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Kansas (except for a couple), and 
almost all tile big Canadian fairs. 
to mention only a few', have been 
given toe green light. 
In many cases, it is considered 
that the benefits of stimulating 
production, circulating war econ­ 
omy ideas, and boosting morale 
through entertainment and breaks 
in the working routine, far offset 
the transportation disadvantages. 
In spite of cancellations of ma­ 
jor expositions, fairs and even 
some county meetings, govern­ 
ment agriculture and war officials 
here believe the fair business will 
be bettor than it was in depression 
years. Indications are that in those 
sections v ^ re fairs can be held 
with sanction of the War Depart­ 
ment and without damage to de­ 
fense transportation, the turnstiles 
will click faster than over.
